And \\ell instiuctcsd by the Fiy hei mothei, 

That in the same she taiie ei^ccld all othei 
Who, uiidei standing by hei mightie ait 
Of th’ evill plight in which hei dcaiest bi othei 
Now stood, came loith m hast to take his pail, 
And pacifie the stiife which causd so deadly smait 

And, as she passed thiough th* unruly pieace 41

That so to see him made hex heart to quaile , 

And next to C imbell, whose sad 1 uefull cheai 0 
Made hei to change hex hew, and hidden lov e f appeal e 

They lightly hei lequit, (foi small delight 47 

They had as then hei long to enter tame) 

And eft them turned both againe to dght 
Which when she saw, downe on the bloudy plain e 
Hei selfe she thi ew, and teai es gan shed amaine , 
Amongst liei teaies immixmg piayeis meeke, 

And with hei piayeis itasons, to lestiame 
From blouddy stiife, and blessed peace to seeke, 
By all that unto them \’va9 deaie, did them beseeke 
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But wlieii as all might nought with them pievaile, 4S

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T often fals, (as lieie it eaist beiell) i 
That moitall foes doe tuine to faithfull
